“We’re hoping this trip has a big influence on the students, 
and what they want to do in the future.” From everything he’s 
heard from other educators and schools, “it’s life-altering. I have 
yet to meet anyone who’s had a negative experience." 

It will be a “first” for the students, but also for Bebie. “I'm 45 years 
old. I’ve always wanted to do something like this, to realize how 
2/3rds of the world lives. Two-thirds of the world lives in poverty.” 

Accompanying the students when they fly out on May 5 will be 
teachers Dave Manduca, Maureen Reesor, Kelly Larkman-Cassell 
and Mike Viveiros - not just as chaperones, but to participate, lend 
their own skills where needed, and to learn. Says Bebie, “We’re 
going to learn more about their culture and way of life.” 

The trip is a big commitment, especially financially. Each 
participant must raise nearly $6,000, so the group has been 
fundraising, in an effort to bring down the cost. So far, they’ve 
raised about $24,000 towards a goal of $35,000. 

A Halloween Dance/auction raised about $16,000; the Drive- 
a-Ford fundraiser, another $3,500. On Saturday, March 24, the 
students will be holding a fundraising Bottle Drive, from 9 a.m. to 
11:30 a.m. They'll be going door to door, asking for donations of 
refundable botdes - and inviting residents to drop off donations at 
the school, on Melbourne Drive. For info, call 905-775-4841. 

It’s all organized by the students. “The kids are really excited. 
They're real leaders in our community,” says Bebie.
